Challenging Supervisor N. E. 
West to point out "inconsisten¬ 
cies” or a change of attitude in 
his legal advice on the county 
salary ordinance, Dist. Atty. W. 
F. iVIenton today reiterated his 
stand that three phases of the 
new law are illegal. 

Meanwhile Supervisor West 
awaited tomorrow, when he must 
appear before the grand jury to 
explain his charges of “misuse 
of public funds” and “illegally col¬ 
lected fees" against county offi¬ 
cials. The grand jury, it was un¬ 
derstood, will make a thorough 
probe of the courthouse ruckus. 
>IENTON RULES 

Menton, in a seven-page opinion 
requested after West's charges 
had started a first-class war, ruled 
that; 

1. Employes, by statute, are 
ent.jib^to 15 days’ vacation with 
pa., f year; and supervisors 
cannot cut down vacations by 
limiting total absence from sick 
leave and vacation to 1,5 days. 

3. New salaries are payable 
Nov. 1, not Dec. 1. 

3. The county ma.v seize feet 
of elective officials, but cannot 
return or allow retention of a 
stated part of them, since that 
constitutes an Increase In com¬ 
pensation during their term of 
office.

SHANGHAI. (A»)—Ref ugees 
from the bombed United States 
gunboat, T1 Taiiay. weie im¬ 
periled again today by a clash 
j between Japanese and Chinese 
troops around Hohslen, hindering 
rescue efforts of foreign naval ves¬ 
sels on the Yangtze. 

It had been expected it would 
be possible to begin taking the 52 
survivors aboard the United States 
gunboat Oahu and the British gun¬ 
boat Bee late today, but the new 
outbreak of fighting interrupted 
plans. 

The two gunboats, along with 
the Japanese ship, Hozu, were 
lying at the mouth of a creek en- 
I tering the Yangtze at Hohslen, 
about 45 miles up the river from 
Nanking. 

RESCUE PARTIES 

Naval rescue parties were last 
reported trying to make contact 
with the Payan refugees, on their 
way from Hanshan. some 20 miles 
inland, toward the river town, 
bearing their two dead and eight 
seriously injured. 

Neither the Oahu nor the Bee 
reported the refugees had reached 
Hohsien tonight. 

An attempt was made to Induce 
the Japanese to withdraw from 
the area and stop the fighting 
until the rescue could be effected. 
One British officer went ashore 
with a Japanese naval officer, hop¬ 
ing the latter could persuade Japa¬ 
nese soldiers to move away from 
Hohsien. 

Japanese detachments, coming 
in river boats, were vigorously 
pressing their offensive against 
Chinese detachments in that area. 
RECOVER BODY 

The Oahu radioed tonight the 
body of Captain C. H. Carlson, 
skipper of the Meian, Standard 
Oil company river vessel bombed 
at the same time as the Panay 
attack, had been recovered. The 
Japanese were preparing It for 
burial and it will be sent to 
Shanghai. 

The two others known to have 
been killed Sunday in the Japa¬ 
nese bombardment of the Panay 
and three Standard Oil vessels 
were Charles L. Ensminger of 
Ocean Beach. Panay storekeeper, 
and Sandro Sandri, Italian news¬ 
paper man who had sought refuge 
on board the vessel. 

Available information of the at¬ 
tack which endangered 79 for¬ 
eigners, mostly Americans, was 
that two were dead, eight seri¬ 
ously wounded, two slightly 
wounded, 11 foreigners and 81 
Chinese missing, and probably a 
total of 66 saved.

Chinese Troops 
Kill Missionary 


Border Patrolman Allen Stone 
went home today. 

He was discharged from Santa 
Ana Valley hospital as cured, 
after two weeks of treatment. 

Stone was shot through the 
chest by a gunman whom he at¬ 
tempted to stop as he drove into 
San Clemente from the south on 
the afternoon of Dec. 1. Wide¬ 
spread search for Stone’s assail¬ 
ant proved fruitless. 

The gunman was believed by 
federal officers to be William 
Boyd, desperado who shot and 
critically wounded a San Diego 
police officer a month ago and 
indulged in a running battle with 
U. S. and Mexican officers before 
being captured. Boyd escaped 
from a 'Tijuana jail a short time 
later. 

Authorities in all southwestern 
states were searching for Boyd, 
wanted in Texas and California. 
He also is wanted in Santa Ana, 
where he escaped a year ago from 
the Orange county hospital while 
awaiting trial on felony charges.

With four American ships and 
an unknown number of American 
]ive.s lost in the bombing by Japa¬ 
nese airmen near Nanking, Sun¬ 
day, American interest is more 
than ever centered in the Sino- ' 
Japanese conflict in China. There¬ 
fore, ,sponsors of the citizen’s for¬ 
um, which meets tonight at the 
Unitarian church. Eighth and 
Bu.sh, at 7:4,5, expect a record 
crowd to hear Don Cook, news¬ 
paper correspondent, in his talk, 
•‘Behind the Scenes in the Orient.” 
Cook returned to Santa Ana a 
few months ago, after having cov¬ 
ered the previous undeclared wars 
between the Chinese and Japanese 
in Manchuria, Shanghai, Jehol, 
Hopei, Shensi and other parts of 
China, for a worldwide press serv- 
icc. 

With 18 years of newspaper ex¬ 
perience. covering stories of world- 
interest in the United States. Eu¬ 
rope, South America, Mexico and 
Asia, Cook has become well ac¬ 
quainted with the reasons for wars 
and rumors of wars. During this 
period he has studied the .social, 
economic and political conditions 
which form the background of 
pre.sent worldwide unrest. 

In his talk tonight Cook will de¬ 
vote his di.scussion to the people 
and their life in order to give for¬ 
um listeners a more thorough un¬ 
derstanding of the pre.sent con¬ 
flict. 

Beginning his career on the 
Fort Worth Star Telegram and 
the Witchita Daily Times in Tex¬ 
as. Cook has served on representa¬ 
tive American newspapers such as 
the San Francisco Chronicle, Los 
Angeles Examiner, San Diego Sun, 
Toledo News-Bee, New York Eve¬ 
ning Journal. New York World- 
Telegram, and two of the great 
press a.s.sociations, the United 
Press and the International News 
service. Foreign newspapers on 
which he has written are, among 
others, London Daily News, Cal¬ 
cutta State.sman and the Shanghai 
Times. 

He will he introduced by .T. H. 
Stewart, well-known Orange coun¬ 
ty citrus grower and a. member of 
the committee, who has a more 
than pa.ssing intere.st in the pres¬ 
ent Chinese struggle.

It was 
rluring the years of the Chinese 
struggle for freedom from the an¬ 
cient Mancu rulers, which led to 
the establishment of the Chine.se 
republic under Dr. Sun Yat Sen, 
whotte sister-in-law, Mei Ling 
Soong, is now the wife of Gen¬ 
eralissimo Chang Kai-Shek.

You wouldn’t pick Eddie from 
the laboring crowd as an unique 
fellow, but he is. He’s this 
town’s one and only ice-hole 
filler. 

In the temporarily deserted 
stage Eddie puts on skates, takes 
a tall cup of water in his hand, 
and steps on the rink, master of 
all he surveys. For his own sat¬ 
isfaction and as a non-utilitarian 
flourish any man might give to 
his job. he executes a few turns 
and whirls around the rink. Then, 
perhaps realizing that (unlike 
Miss Henie) he is a lone skater 
whirling in the wilderness, he 
starts to work. 

EDDIE AT WORK 

He skims over the ice, bending 
low and scanning the skate- 
scarred surface. Here is an im¬ 
mense rink stretching the length 
of the stage, pitted and scarred 
by the art of Sonja and her bal¬ 
let. It is Eddie’s job to see that 
all these miniature craters are 
filled and smoothed by the time 
Sonja returns from lunch. 

Moving himself slowly in a 
crouching position, Eddie carefully 
measures out a tiny stream of 
water into the first hole. His 
manner is that of an analytical 
chemist pouring drops of precious 
chemical Into a test tube. He 
knows just the right amount to 
pour. Because water expands in 
volume as it freezes, he does not 
fill to the top, nor does he put in 
too little ... In half an hour his 
work is done. Then he sits on 
the sidelines, looking raptly at the 
rink as though he can actually 
hear the water freeze Into ice. 
EDDIE AT PLAY 
Later three men with scrapers 
appear and add the final smooth¬ 
ing touches. But by now Eddie 
Hoffman has gone—as though 
watching such crude labor were 
beneath him. What happens to 
Eddie the rest of the day is not 
reported. But just before 6 
o’clock, when the company is 
ready to leave for the day, he can 
be seen loitering around the rink. 
He waits until everyone has gone, 
and then, skates on his feet and 
cup in hand, he again demon¬ 
strates his art.

Fiorello La Guardia by his re¬ 
cent victory joins President Roose¬ 
velt and Senator La Follette as one 
of the three major national figures 
looking toward 1940. He has been 
spoken of as a possible nominee 
of a third party labor ticket, but 
political logic points much more di¬ 
rectly to the Republican nomina¬ 
tion.

Loose Thinking About Japan 

With the American gunboat Panay at the bottom of 
the Yantze river following a Japanese bombing, the aver¬ 
age American citizen is holding diplomatic court. 

That is to say, he is declaring his very positive opinion 
on what should be, he thinks, America’s attitude toward 
the Japanese. 

“We ought to go after Japan right now,” one said to 
us very emphatically. “They’re pretty dirty toward the 
United States, sinking our gunboats, taking away our 
customs and everything. If we don’t slap them down now, 
we’re going to have to do it 10 years hence, when they’re 
a lot stronger than they are now.” 

Now the average citizen, we’ll submit is quite as much 
entitled to hold positive views as an editor—and perhaps 
more so. 

And this little discourse is worth printing here be¬ 
cause it is so typical of a certain brand of thoughtlessness 
that is adopted by all too many individuals in time of 
stress. 

His idea is just a stray notion of unknown origin but 
which, in being passed from one careless handler to an¬ 
other, becomes finally dangerous. 

The fact is that there is no reason whatsoever for 
the United States to think in terms of war with Japan 
right now. And, if we use our civilized intelligence and 
decent, unselfish motives, there will be no reason for war¬ 
thinking 10 years from now—or 50 or 100. 

When we leave our gunboats in the war zone amid a 
hail of shells and bombs, we would be stupid indeed to 
expect that they would come through unscathed. 

Japan, and possibly China, too, might destroy a lot 
more American lives and property before their strife is 
over. 

Every American, however, has had ample warning to 
get out of the war area before a piece of stray or misdi¬ 
rected hardware hits with fatal results. Those who stay 
do so at their own risk. 

As for compensation for the damage suffered in un¬ 
fortunate incidents such as the sinking of the Panay, that 
is another matter. The United States has a right to ex¬ 
pect it. 

But as to war with Japan—loose thinking and talking 
like that quoted at the start of this editorial may sound 
brave, but actually it provides the greatest danger to 
American peace.

If the newly formed Citizens Association of Orange 
county had deliberately set out to win the goodwill of the 
general public, it could not have found a better way, in 
our opinion, than that advanced in its statement to The 
Journal yesterday. 

Here’s why: 

1. The association reports it stopped a few hothead 
would-be vigilantes from a violent attack on union organ¬ 
izers in reprisal for the beating of Willard Lake, local 
independent truckman, by asserted “beef” thugs. 

2. The association decried the use of force in labor 
squabbles and promised to exert its intelligence to find 
a “better way.” 

Truth of the whole thing is that the general public 
is becoming thoroughly tired of some of the senseless 
actions of a few radicals and racketeers who have muscled 
in on the labor movement. 

The Willard Lake beating is one example.
